WEDDING COOKERY. 

On first commencing catch a young lady 
and young gentleman.

When you 
hear the gentleman sigh, it is a good sign; as, 
whether winter or summer, they are sure to 
be growing warm. Then take them off, and 
put them in a corner of the room on a sofa, 
near the chess table, if possible; leave them 
together simmering for the rest of the even- 
ing. Repeat this for three er four times, 
taking care to keep them as close to each ^ 
other as you can. Great care must be taken 
about the degree of heat; if too warm they . 
will explode and fly off; if too little, they will ; 
turn into a jelly, or perhaps an ice. The best ’ 
heat is the moderate and constant. The ( 
length of time during which it is applied ; 
must be according to circumstances. Eor a 
gentleman and lady under 25, three months, ^ 
three weeks or three days arc sometimes suf- 
ficient; but in every instance there must be , 
great precaution to avoid a broil. A certain : 
quantity of currency put in during cooking ( 
will have great effect in keeping up the heat; 
the dish will look remarkable well if garn- ; 
ished round with bank paper; it may be then 
served up at the table, and make an excel¬ 
lent meal for two. Care should be taken 
that no vinegar is used, as the dish is remark¬ 
ably apt to turn sour.

“ LOST A DIP.”

A BEAUTIFUL PARLOR ORNAMENT. 

A beautiful ornament for the sitting-room 
can be made by covering a common glass 
tumbler with moss, the latter fastened in 
place by sewing-cotton wound around. Then 
glue dried moss upon a saucer, into which 
set the tumbler, filling it and the remaining 
space in the saucer with loose earth from the 
woods. Flant the former with a variety of 
ferns, and the latter with wood violets. On 
the edge of the glass also plant some of the 
nameless little evergreen vines, which bear 
red (scarlet) berries, and whose dark, glossy, 
ivy-like foliage will trail over the fresh blue 
and white of the violets with beautiful effect. 
Another good plan is to fill a rather deep 
plate with some of the nameless but beautiful 
silvery and light green and delicate pink 
mosses, which are met with in profusion in all 
swamps and marshes. This can be kept 
fresh and beautiful as long as it is not neglec¬ 
ted to water it profusely once a day. It 
must, of course, be placed in the shade, or 
the moss will blanch and die. In the center of 
this a clump of azure violets should be placed, 
adding some curious lichens, a pretty fungus 
growth from the barks of forest trees, and a 
few cones, shells, and pebbles.

Transfer decalco- 
manie pictures or ornaments with spatter 
work, and in either case varnish, with trans¬ 
parent varnish, so that the screen can be 
wiped with a wet cloth. These screens are 
needed in every room much used, and take 
the place of newspapers, towels, etc., pinned 
on the walls as protectors.

VEGETINE 


PURIFIES THE BLOOD, RENOVATES AND 
INVIGORATES THE WHOLE SYSTEM. 


“Those that look out of the 
the eyes, which become dim 


A Godly Life —Eccl. xii, 1-14. 

V. 1. The young person often says, “You 
tell me what I should not do; tell me some¬ 
thing positive; what I should do.” Here it 
is. The precept here given is the highest 
wisdom, the clearest common sense.— 
“Religion is the most effectual preserva¬ 
tive of youth, and the best preparative 
for infirmity and age.” “ Remember thy 
Creator.” Thou art God’s property—not 
thine own. “In youth.” Give Him the best, 
net the dregs of thy days. God’s merits and 
Ilis claims upon us are immeasurable. Ac¬ 
knowledge and honor God before calamity 
and old age come. 

V. 2. This is a description of a forlorn, 
joyless, broken down old age. Avoid it. 
Light is a figurative word for joy. Fear, love 
and obey God before the gloomy season ar¬ 
rives. The hoary head is a crown of glory 
only when found in the way of righteousness. 
The darkening of the great lights of the heav¬ 
ens is a frequent Biblical picture of calamity. 
The rainy season of Palestine brings storm 
after storm in quick succession. Here the 
symbol stands fur the griefs that lower upon 
the old age of the ungodly. £ Y outli s cheer¬ 
fulness throws off one trouble long before 
another conies, but between the clouds which 
darken the sky of life’s winter the inteitals 
are short.’ 

V. 3. The body is compared to a house. 
Its keepers are the arms. In old age these 
tremble. The “strong men” are the legs 
which become bent under the infirmities of 
age. The “grinders” are the teeth, which 
become few. 
windows” are 
with blindness. 

V. 4. The “doors” arc the lips. On the 
street refers to the outside door. The lips 
close the entrance to the mouth. The sound 
of the grinding is probably the voice of the 
mouth, which is low and unmusical. Some 
explain it on the ground that the sound of 
mastication in the old is but scarcely heard. 
“And he shall rise up at the voice of the 
bird” refers to the early and easily broken 
sleep of aged persons; or it may be read 
thus : “It rises to the voice of the sparrow,” 
alluding to the pitch and tone of the voice in 
the old. “Daughters of music” means sing¬ 
ers. All song-singing then is in a low-toned 
voice. 

V. 5. ‘Afraid of the high’ indicates the 
feeling with which a height or hill is viewed. 
It is something the aged shun. “Fears in the 
way.” The fear of falling. The white blos¬ 
som of the almond-tree represents the hoary- 
head according to the common interpretation. 
But almond flowers are pink or rose-colored. 
Another explanation, therefore, is that the 
reading should be “the almond is rejected.” 
The old man having no teeth is obliged to re¬ 
fuse it. The eatable locust is a burden to the 
old man, his appetite having failed. “Desire” 
or satisfaction is abolished. “ Long home. 
Man occupies the grave longer than any other 
earthly house. Mourners hired to bewail the 
deceased follow the mortal remains through 
the streets. 

V. G. A double image of death. A frail, 
gilded lamp, hung by a cord of silk and silver 
interwoven, is dashed down and broken. The 
bowl answers to the skull. Its contents, the 
brain, are “golden,” that is, precious. “The 
silver cord” is the spinal marrow attached to 
the brain. Second image. The physical or¬ 
ganism is compared to the machinery for rais¬ 
ing water. The cords snap. The pitcher is 
dallied in pieces. The machinery is broken 
down. IVc might compare the air we breathe 
with the water we drink. When the appara¬ 
tus for breathing is wholly disabled the breath 
must cease. 

V. 7. The dust of which man’s body is 
made becomes, at death, as it was before it 
was made into man. “The spirit shall return 
to God.” It survives the body. It returns to 
the peculiar and immediate presence of God, 
there to be judged; goes back “to the God ot 
the spirits of all flesh“to the Father of our 
spirits.” It is not absorbed into God, but re¬ 
tains its personality. That the soul should 
go to God fits entirely with the fact of its 
moral relations and responsibilities to Him. 
God has an account to settle with all, hence 
all must return to Him to render it. 

V. 8. Solid, lasting and unchanging hap¬ 
piness is not to be found in any worldly occu¬

Theodore Tilton, the virtuous accuser 
of the Plymouth pastor, was found occupying 
a berth in a sleeping car with another man’s 
wife on the Hudson River railroad the other 
night, and only escaped a severe pummeling 
and possibly shooting at the hands of the in¬ 
dignant husband, by the interference of the 
railroad officials. Tilton, whose berth was 
over the one occupied by the woman, says he 
got up and took a turn about the car, as he 
didn’t rest well, and intended to get into a 
lower berth which had just been vacated, but 
made a mistake and didn’t notice that the one 
he crawled into was already occupied by a 
lady; which is quite reasonable, for the berths 
are so wide, you know, that one wouldn’t dis¬ 
cover the presence of a fellow-lodger without 
taking unusual pains to search around—oh, 
no! _ 

There is a very unpleasant state of affairs 
in South Carolina, politics and race troubles 
combining to cause frequent bloody collisions 
between the whites and the blacks. There 
has been a serious disturbance in Aiken coun¬ 
ty the past week, and the whites are arming 
all around to protect themselves from the ne¬ 
groes, though it is a noticeable fact that where 
one white man is killed, about half a dozen 
negroes bite the dust, and it doesn’t look as 
though the whites were in any immediate 
danger of being exterminated by their dusky 
neighbors. If the State officials are unable to 
put a stop to these troubles, it is high time 
the strong hand of the Government was call¬ 
ed in to aid in the work, that the rioters, 
whatever their color or politics, may be made 
to understand that they must behave them¬ 
selves a little more like civilized beings, or 
else suffer the legal consequences of their 
lawlessness. 

In this Congressional district the Republi¬ 
cans are slowly concentrating on a candidate 
for Congress. Recently quite a little showing 
was made for A. L. Soule of Springfield, but 
his friends are a little late in the field. For 
a couple of months the friends of Mr. Robin¬ 
son of Chicopee have not been idle, and 
knowing they have a popular and worthy can¬ 
didate, they feel no bashfulness in pressing his 
name for the place. The Springfield dele¬ 
gation will expect to dictate who the candi¬ 
date shall be, but this delegation will be di¬ 
vided between Ladd and Soule, Mr. Ladd 
having the larger showing. There is no ob¬ 
jection to Mr. Ladd in the district. He is a 
hard-working, honest, conscientious Republi¬ 
can, deserving consideration. He has been 
in the field some years, and held various posi¬ 
tions of honor, yet he does not desire to stand 
in the way of a fresh or more available man. 
Indeed, he will cordially support Mr. Robin¬ 
son if he should receive the nomination, and 
Mr. Robinson will take the stump in favor of 
Mr. Ladd should he be the candidate. With 
so much cordiality in the matter, there is 
little reason why the Republicans cannot 
carry the district, as they probably will ih 
spite of the money that will be spent to defeat 
them. The convention to nominate a candi¬ 
date will be held at Chester on Friday next. 

The welcome rain has come at last in con¬ 
siderable abundance, the clouds emptying 
themselves on Sunday in a way that ivas 
comforting to those who wanted an excuse for 
staying home from church, while all nature 
rejoiced and the thirsty eartli greedily ab¬ 
sorbed the rapidly-falling drops. The storm 
covered an unusual extent of territory, and 
in many parts of the country was very de¬ 
structive, the damage on land being mainly 
caused by the high wind, which blew down 
church spires, unfinished buildings, telegraph 
poles, etc. The interruption of the telegraph¬ 
ic service was the greatest ever known in this 
country. On the water there were numerous 
disasters all along the coast, and many lives 
were lost. Nine barges which were being 
towed from Havre de Grace to Baltimore were 
sunk on the Susquehanna river and eight 
persons were drowned. At Cape Henry the 
storm was especially severe, the wind blowing 
80 miles an hour, and seven inches of rain 
falling in 24 hours. The steamship Rebecca 
Clyde, of Wilmington, N. C., for Baltimore, 
was wrecked at Portsmouth, N. C., off Pam¬ 
lico Sound, and twelve lives lost. The vessel 
and cargo were valued at §55,000. The cap¬ 
tain and three of the crew of a schooner bound 
for Philadelphia were drowned, and the cap¬ 
tain and cook of another schooner were 
washed overboard in Chesapeake bay in con¬ 
sequence of the storm, and also drowned. 

A Rockville family were aroused the other 
night by the loud cries of their child, six 
years old, and found that a rat had bitten the 
little finger of one hand severely. 


Twcnty-rourtU Annual Cattle Show ol 
tlie Eastern Hampden Agricultural So¬ 
ciety. 

The twenty-fourth annual exhibition of this 
Society, on Thursday and Friday of this 
week, showed no falling off in interest among 
the farmers of the eastern part of the county. 
In fact, there appeared to be an increase of 
interest in the several departments, especially 
in that of cattle. That portion of the Park 
allotted to “ beasts of the field” was well 
filled, with lots of them roaming about loose. 
The chilly breezes of Thursday detracted 
somewhat from the attendance, but “boss day” 
on Friday, clear, bright and cheerful, drew 
out the larger number of sight-seers. Perfect 
order was maintained and everybody seemed 
to be happy and not over-critical. Every one 
was pleased with the inspiriting music of the 
Monson Cornet Band, who were present on 
both days and added greatly to the attractions 
of the fair, relieving the monotony which is 
so often noticed, the music being bettter ap¬ 
preciated, probably, than the speeches or 
orations of previous years. 

on the park. 

Inside the half-mile track were gathered 
over 300 head of cattle, and a better show 
has not been seen for several years. As ex¬ 
pected, the State Primary School sent the 
greater number, and figures largely in the pre¬ 
mium list, to the exclusion of common farm¬ 
ers ; G yoke of cattle, 31 pure bred Ayrshires, 
the Doctor’s pride, and 16 grade cattle, be¬ 
sides sheep and swine, comprised their show¬ 
ing. One of the cows they exhibited has 
yielded twenty-eight tons of milk in the past 
eight years. One of their best cows on exhi¬ 
bition gave 7056 lbs. of milk last year. II. 
Sessions exhibited 23 head of cattle, all but 
three Devons, and 11 Cotswold sheep, the 
latter being duly vouched for as thorough¬ 
breds ; A. C. Burleigh of Wilbraham showed 
ten head of fine thorough-breds, his favorite 
stock being the Jersey and Durham; II. A. 
Rindge had a two-year-old that averaged 33 
lbs. of milk daily the first week in June, and 
22 lbs. the first week of the present month 
P. M. Shearer was on the ground with a yoke 
of fat oxen, weight 3640, while those of S. D. 
Talmadge of Belchertown (a new exhibitor) 
brought the scales down at 3615. Cyrus Lee 
had three yoke of grade Durhams, E. A. Car¬ 
penter a handsome herd of miscellaneous neat 
stock, Samuel Ashworth grade Alderneys. 
J. K. Knox exhibited 38 fine Cotswold sheep, 
and other exhibitors made up as fine a show 
of sheep as we often see. Swine, too, were 
plenty and excellent. Charles Collis drew 
down a cart containing a litter of nine pigs 
six months old, averaging 250 lbs. each; he 
also showed nine cows (whose good butter is 
appreciated by Mr. Collis’ customers in this 
village) and six heifers. Horace Wallis, Jr., 
of Holland was an exhibitor as usual, both 
on the park and in the hall. An Ayrshire 
bull calf weighing 565 pounds, and a grade 
Durham cow, who gives 42 lbs. of milk daily, 
were a part of the exhibit of G. E. & W. M. 
Tucker. M. Fox, our village farmer, had a 
couple of fat porkers, while the other exhib¬ 
itors, although good, were too numerous to 
mention. 

In the three minute class, trotted Thursday, 
there were seven entries, considerable tedious 
scoring and some fair trotting, but on account 
of a dispute among the horsemen the decision 
of the judges is reserved for consideration. 

The show of horses on the second day was 
also much better than in previous years, es¬ 
pecially in colts. In the class for work horses 
the State Primary School, E. N. Fay and 
Mr. Paul were competitors. Of single driv¬ 
ing horses there were some 18 entries, by 
such owners as J. W. Weeks, George Mooers. 
E. L. Maxwell, H. A. Northrop, M. Kerrigan, 
George Burdick, T. A. Leete, L. W. Tanner, 
A. J. Northrop, Henry Loomis and others. 
They made a pretty showing as they went 
around the track, almost in single file, Mr. 
Weeks’ horse, driven by Win. Sherman, tak¬ 
ing the lead, closely followed by A. J. Nor- 
throp’s, Leete’s and Tanner’s, one solid gray 
leisurely bringing up the rear. In double 
teams that of Merrick & Fay of Monson was 
noticeable.

Here, as on the park, were an abundance of 
exhibits, and of considerable merit. The 
fruit was specially fine, H. M. Sessions 
and A. B. Howard being the principal 
exhibitors, with excellent contributions from 
C. S. Keep, Charles Collis, Charles Carpen¬ 
ter, J. M. Tucker, Josiah Stebbins and others. 
Over the fruit hung several India ink and oil 
portraits from Ruggles Bros of Three Rivers, 
guarded on either side by the usual display 
of bedquilts. Mrs. Marshal, 00 years old, 
showed a patriotic quilt of the national colors, 
and Mrs. Patience Errona of Springfield, 
after 83 summers of active life, had patched 
up a similar article. Bringing our eyes down 
again we come upon the mammoth vegetables 
which Horace Wallis, Jr., J. M. Tucker, and 
Charles Collis had brought from their thrifty 
farms. Mr. Lewis occupied his accustomed 
corner near the door with his 69 varieties, but 
J. S. Powers, Monson,went bettor and showed 
73 varieties. F. Lemon had two large “west¬ 
ern” squashes, F. Orcutt showed cranberries 
and J. K. Knox seeds and vegetables. Geo. 
Burdick displayed a serviceable lot of ice 
tools of his manufacture, showing skillful 
workmanship, while near by were Willie Fay’s 
pretty gray squirrels, caged but playful, the 
only live-stock in the building. On the cen¬ 
ter table the display of fancy articles/ was 
smaller than usual but many of the articles 
were more noteworthy therefor. Miss J. Addie 
Burleigh, Josie Fay and Carrie Fox had prob¬ 
ably the largest contributions. Anna E. 
Brown’s knitted shawl, and Mrs. E. M. Tur¬ 
ner’s pillow sham and slippers were praised, 
Mrs. Lyman’s sampler was the oldest work, 
little Effie Shaw’s centennial doll was quite 
original, Willie Griebel had a case of birds’ 
eggs, 395 in number, and including 310 varie¬ 
ties ; on the pillars were embroidered mottoes 
from Josie Fay; these were the inosf: promi¬ 
nent articles and gave evidence of patience 
and originality. In wax work Annie B. 
Feeney had n very natural and elaborate fruit 


piece and Abbie Holbrook two specimens of 
her work, under glass. Flowers were plen¬ 
tiful and here the old exhibitors were again 
prominent; A. B. Howard in one box had 150 
varieties of verbenas, and claims to have 
nearly 2000 varieties growing on his grounds 
in Belchertown. Mrs. E. II. Maxwell’s and 
Mrs. J. S. Powers’ cut flowers were hand¬ 
somely arranged. F. B. Perkins occupied a 
stand with Remington sewing machines, Geo. 
Robinson exhibited tools and cutlery, C. A. 
Brown & Co., stoves, and II. P. Simonds 
horse shoes, in the corner. 

The exhibits of cheese,wine and bread, were 
good, especially of cheese, which was 
shown in abundance, but the committee were 
all off to the Centennial—probably—for, like 
several other committees, although diligently 
sought for, they could not be found. 

Outside was the poultry show in which D. 
B. Merrick, A. B. How'ard and George W. 
Burdick were principally interested. F. M. 
Connor had two coops of fancy fowls. Here 
also the Palmer Iron Foundry made a good 
exhibit of its manufactures. H. A. Rindge 
explained the merits of the Victor mowing 
machine, and S. J. McIntosh the simple but 
powerful “Davis elevator” for rocks and 
stumps, which took well with the farmers. 

Among the visitors were Levi P. Warner 
of Sunderland, delegate from the State Board 
of Agriculture, Hon. Velorous Taft of Up¬ 
ton, F. P. Gaylord, of Amherst, president of 
the Hampshire Agricultural Society, while 
the Springfield dailies were represented by 
J. N. Bagg, the veteran reporter of the Re¬ 
publican, and J. W. Phelps, city editor of the 
Union. 

Side shows were scarce, but the usual eat¬ 
ing stands, the inevitable pop-corn man, and 
one “ game of chance ” were on hand to pick 
up stray pennies. 

The receipts at the gate were better both 
days than last year, with the biggest rush 
Friday afternoon at the horse trots. 

Mr. Charles Collis was seriously injured by 
being thrown from his team at the entrance 
gate, Friday morning.

A French inventor has made a car which, 
it is claimed, will effect a revolution in car 
manufacture. The frame consists of six 
sills thirty feet in length, each sill being 
composed of three two inch boiler tubes, one 
above the other, three inches apart and joined 
together with bands or tie blocks of the best 
charcoal iron placed 29 inches a P art - *he 
sills are connected or held in place hy 4o fi 
eighth 1 inch soft steel rods, which run through 
the tie blocks and are riveted at each end, 
thereby rendering the whole compact. At the 
prope/distance from each end are the 
beams to connect with the trucks, each being 
composed of four boiler tubes of the same 
size as composed the sills, and firmly fastened 
together, adding strength to the whole. The 
center of the car is strengthened with larger 
rolls attaching to the sides by patent couplings, 
this fastening being in reality stronger than 
the sills themselves. Then there are the usua 
truss rods, made of three-fourths inch steel. 

• The only wood about the car is the plank floor, 
held in place by staples around the sills or 
cross-rods, the ends and the log m the transom 
beams for attaching the friction plates. There 
are no welding nuts or mortises in the whole 
car and its weight, without the trucks, is not 
Iver sixty per cent, of that of the ordinary 
? car. _

The convention also selected Richard 
Goodman of Lenox for Presidential elector.' 

Murder at Shrewsbury. —John Bullard, 
a farmer about 45 years old, living in the 
eastern part of Shewsbury, was brutally mur¬ 
dered Monday evening, his head' being nearly 
severed from his body, and the body badly 
cut by a large hatchet which was found by his 
side. lie and his brother lived together, both 
of them unmarried, and carried on a farm, 
and the deed was committed while his brother 
was absent at the store, about a mile distant. 
It is supposed he was murdered for his money, 
as he had about $100 by him, which was miss¬ 
ing. John Murphy, 18 years of age, who is 
suspected of the deed, his coat being found at 
his house spotted with blood, and he having 
passed some money within an hour of the 
deed which was recognized ns that stolen from 
the murdered man, was arrested in Worces¬ 
ter Wednesday morning.

Sad Disaster in Springfield. 

The floors of a building on Hampden street 
in Springfield suddenly gave way last Friday 
afternoon, burying seven men who were in the 
building at the time. Three of them managed 
to escape from the cellar windows, but the 
remaining four consisting of Erskinc Pease of 
Indian Orphgrd, G. N. Walker, junior part¬ 
ner of J. Walker & Co-, .and Martin Sheridan 
and Peter Kesler, two of his employes, were 
killed. Mr. Walker was sitting at his desk 
in the office, and was crushed beyond all 
recognition, and the bodies of Sheridan and 
Ivesler were also badly crushed and mangled. 
Mr. Pease was found near the door, having 
almost escaped. The bqiJdjng was three 
stories high, the first floor being occupied by 
Walker & Co.,'for their pork and lard-busi¬ 
ness. In the second story were stored 400 
barrels of flour belonging to Samuel Palmer, 
and on the upper floor were 175 cases of to¬ 
bacco, stored there by the Muck Manufactur¬ 
ing Co., and the catastrophe was undoubtedly 
caused by the storage of such a weight of 
material, some 80 to 90 tons, on floors too 
light for the purpose. It is thought the lower 
floor gave way first, though of course instant¬ 
ly followed by the others; and the ruins took 
tire at once from an engine in the cellar, 
though the flames were soon extinguished by 
the firemen, who worked nil night getting out 
the remains of the victims from the debris. 

The building was owned by Parks & Stowe, 
and the loss will be about $22,000. The 
adjoining half of the building, which was 
separated from the fallen portion by a brick 
wall, was occnpied by the Huck Manufactur¬ 
ing Co. and Mr. Iluck, who had been exam¬ 
ining the tobacco, had but just stepped through 
the door in the wall and closed it behind him, 
when the building he had left went down. 
The building was not intended for heavy stor¬ 
age, and it is said the owners did not know it 
was so overladen, and it was so let and under¬ 
let that it will be hard work to fix the respon¬ 
sibility of the disaster upon anybody. 

Janies Lick, the eccentric Californian who 
set apart a trust fund of about $5,000,000 for 
various benevolent objects, died on Sunday at 
San Francisco. He expressed a desire to be 
buried on the summit of Mount Hamilton, the 
site of the observatory provided for by his 
fund. 

The Milburn wagon works at Toledo, O., 
were burned the other night, with over 1000 
finished, and many unfinished wagons. The 
loss is placed at $700,000, with insurance of 
$200,000. Three hundred and fifty men are 
out of employment. 

Michael Fisher, of Lancaster, Ohio, was 
driving a wagon loaded with lime on Satur¬ 
day, when the wagon . upset in a ditch with 
about two inches of water, and the lime slack¬ 
ed, burned up the wagon, and nearly de¬ 
stroyed Fisher’s body. 

Two girls took arsenic in Newport, lnd., 
last spring, and one died at once, before the 
romance of the event had lost its interest. 
Now the other has just prosily died of liver 
complaint brought on by the poison. 

E. D. Hopkins, formerly a Methodist minis¬ 
ter, but of late acting as an insurance agent 
at St. Johnshury, Vt., has disappeared with 
$20,000, and it is said he leaves some forged 
paper behind him. 

A boiler connected with a threshing -ma¬ 
chine exploded at Plymouth, lnd., Saturday, 
from lack of water, and five men were killed, 
one of them being blown to atoms, so that 
nothing could be found of him.

While sickness is visiting the surrounding 
towns, in some places quite seriously, the 
Palmerites are enjoying a state of unusual 
good health. The fact is, Palmer is an un¬ 
commonly healthy spot. 

Miss Georgie Nelson, the acceptable soprano 
of the choir of the Universalist church, was 
surprised by a visit from a party of her friends 
last week Thursday evening, who presented 
her with a purse of money. 

Thomas Lodge of Free Masons was organ¬ 
ized in 179G, and proposes to celebrate its 
eightieth anniversary in December.

All who have ever visited Mount Tobey, and 
many who have not, but would like to do so, 
will be glad to learn that there will be another 
excursion, the last of the season, to the 
mountain next Thursday.

Ex¬ 
cursionists will leave here on the morning 
train, retqrqiqg fit 44b P- up, giving the lar¬ 
ger part of the day on the mountain. The 
fare for the round trip from Palmer is but one 
dollar.

Sherman has attended the fairs in Amherst, 
Barre, Athol and this village with J. W. 
Weeks’ “Capt. Allen,” C. E. Dewey’s “C. B. 
& Q.,” and J. M. Converse’s “John Henry,” 
and in every instance has taken some of the 
premiums offered in such races as the free to 
all, 2.26, 2.40, 2.50 and throe minute, and the 
double team classes. These are but a few of 
the many good horses in town, and our horse 
fanciers, who ought to know, assert that Pal¬ 
mer is stepping to the front for nice horse¬ 
flesh. 

The first quarterly meeting of the new Con¬ 
necticut Valley Historical Society was held in 
Springfield on Monday, and several interest¬ 
ing papers were read, among others being one 
by Judge Morris giving the history of Spring¬ 
field’s South Main street “gaol” from 1676 to 
1795, and from which it appears that Palmer 
took an early part in the history of the valley. 
William Shaw, a Palmer man, murdered one 
Edward East who was confined in the cell 
with him, and was condemned to be hung on 
the 13th of Dec. 1770. The gallows was 
planted on the hill near the present armory, 
and was so high the suspended body could be 
seen from Main street, and in order to suffi¬ 
ciently impress the lesson of the hour upon 
the condemned man and the assembled throng, 
Rev. Moses Baldwin of Palmer preached a 
sermon to them before the execution took 
place. 

DISTRICT COURT. 

Matthew Skelley, who figured in a scrim¬ 
mage in front of O’Brien’s saloon last Satur¬ 
day night, was arrested, and on Monday 
brought before the court on a charge of dis¬ 
turbing the peace. He pleaded guilty, and 
paid a fine and costs amounting to $9.35. 

Thomas Robinson, an umbrella mender, got 
down a little too much of the O-be-joyful, and 
acknowledged himself guilty of drunkenness 
when brought into court Thursday morning. 
He was fined $3 and costs, in default of which 
he was committed. 

A MONSON MAN FOUND DEAD ON THE RAIL¬ 
ROAD. 

On Friday evening, last week, a little after 
9 o'clock, the dead body of Edwin N. Monta¬ 
gue of Monson, was found lying on the rail¬ 
road track about a mile above Holyoke, by a 
young man and woman who were coming 


down the track. They hastened to the city 
and notified the police, who took the body to 
that city. It appeared that he had fc-It sick 
in the car and went to the rear platform for 
air. He had taken out his false teeth and put 
them in his pocket. In going around a sharp 
curve in the road he fell off the platform, and 
his head struck upon the rail of another 
track, killing him almost instantly. The blood 
from his wound and nose had saturated the 
earth a foot in depth. Mr. Montague was for 
a number of years a teacher and assistant at 
the State Primary School, and for severnl 
years past had worked in the shop of Merrick 
& Fay at Monson, where he leaves a wife and 
three young children. He was, at the time of 
the accident, engaged as a book agent, and 
was expecting to spend the night with his 
friends near Smith’s Ferry. His funeral was 
attended at his father’s home in South Hadley 
on Monday last. He belonged to the Thomas 
Masonic Lodge of Palmer, and had several 
insurance policies on his life. 

ALMOST A TRAGEDY. 

The “Pool,” so well-known to the young 
men and maidens of our village, is situated 
in the eastern part of Palmer, about 2 miles 
from Warren. Its placid waters are prized 
by many for their wonderful curative effects, 
some believing its medicinal virtues to equal 
those of more noted springs. The vicinity 
in which the Pool is located is generally sup¬ 
posed to be peaceable and safe from highway¬ 
men. But alas ! it is not. Last Sunday, as 
the sun was sinking below the Western hori¬ 
zon, Pat Dewire of this village was driving 
leisurely along on his way home from West 
Brookfield, feeling as happy as mortal could 
be, until he reached the “Pool,” when three 
men jumped from the side of the road where 
they had been concealed, and one of them 
seized his horse by the bridle, while the other 
two attacked Pat, demanding money. As his 
impccuniosity was more apparent to himself 
than to them, he resolved to get out of that 
crowd as soon as possible, and grasping the 
whip he struck the horse a heavy blow. He 
was not quick enough, however, for one of the 
robbers repeatedly drove a huge bowie knife 
to the hilt into his—coat, rendering that arti¬ 
cle of wearing apparel unfit for future service. 
He then sprang on to his horse’s back, and 
rode into this village alive and well enough 
to relate the particulars of his dangerous en¬ 
counter,

Prof. Starr of New York, lectured at Fisk 
Hall Monday evening, on the “Microscope 
and its Uses,” illustrating the lecture by the 
ox-hydrogen light.

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Notes on tho International Sunday School 
Lesson for Oct. 8, 1870. 

BY REV. B. St. FULLERTON. 

Stephen's Defense.—Acts 7, 35-50. 

V. 35. “This” gives emphasis to the name 
of Moses. So also in vv. 37 and 38. “Re¬ 
fused did not believe in, but denied him. 
The Israelite in Exodus 2. 13, 14, who is here 
quoted, spoke a sentiment of wide prevalence 
among the people. Over against the human 
question is the divine answer given in the act 
of appointing Moses leader and deliverer. 
The commission was given to Moses during 
liis intercourse with the Angel of God in the 
burning bush. 

V. 36. Moses administered Israel’s affairs 
and saved them from Egyptian bondage. lie 
was an efficient umpire between the subject 
and the ruling race. “Wonders and signs” in 
Egypt, the Red sea and the wilderness refer 
to the plagues upon Egypt, the miraculous 
passage of the sea, the smiting of the rock 
for water, etc. What a contrast between the 
first feelings of the Israelites toward Moses 
and his subsequent leadership of that peo¬ 
ple ! 

V. 37. Moses was a medium of divine 
revelations. He prophesied. He foretold 
the coming of the Messiah. The latter was 
to be a prophet as Moses was. Moses then, 
according to Stephen, was of exalted rank 
and high in the favor of God. 

V. 38. “The church” means the assembly 
of the people. Moses was “with the angel,” 
being connected with him in his call and re¬ 
ceiving the law on Sinai from the angel’s 
hands. He was “with” the “fathers” as their 
guide and leader, giving them what he re¬ 
ceived from the angel, namely “the lively 
oracles;” thus called because possessing vital 
power. Note how Stephen throughout pro¬ 
gressively turns aside the charges against him; 
of blaspheming Moses; speaking against the 
law, etc., etc. 

Y. 39. The people would not be subject 
to the leadership of Moses although he had 
been divinely appointed over them. They 
turned back into Egypt in their hearts, long¬ 
ing after its enjoyments and preferring its 
whole mode of life to their present condition. 

Y. 40. “Make us gods” is an allusion to 
the incident of the golden calf. Moses stayed 
long in the mount. The people became un¬ 
friendly to the idea of his captaincy. He is 
disparaged and faithlessly disowned. They 
want a divine leader—the god whom Aaron is 
to make. 

V. 41. In Exodus Aaron is said to make 
the image of the calf. Stephen, however, 
rightfully charges the act upon the people. 
Aaron was but their obedient servant. The 
image was intended not to represent a false 
God, but Jehovah, the true and living God. 
In the strictest sense of the word idol, name¬ 
ly, an image of an imaginary deity, this was 
not one. They sacrificed to the image, and 
deified their own handiwork. “Thou slialt 
not make unto thee any graven image.” 

V. 42. Consequences of this popular diso¬ 
bedience to God. “God turned.” He looked 
upon his people with profound displeasure. 
He gave them up to star-worship—the idola¬ 
try of Egypt, Chaldea and Phoenicia. The 
question in this verse means ! “Ye certainly 
have offered me no sacrifices during forty 
years in the wilderness.” Idolatry was so 
prevalent that even the sacrifices formally of¬ 
fered were rejected as heartless offerings. 

V. 43. “ Tabernacle of Moloch ” stands 

here for the tent of their king or idol; or, at 
least, a model of a tent or shrine. Moloch is 
said by some to be the name of the planet 
Saturn. “The star of your God Remphan” 
was some object connected with false worship. 
The divine threatening of deportation which 
may be found in the passage in Amos from 
which this whole verse is taken, had been ex¬ 
ecuted long before Stephen’s day.- 

V. 44. The reference here to the taberna¬ 
cle of the true God may be noticed in con¬ 
trast to the previous reference to the shrine 
of Moloch. Moses, while in the mountain, 
was shown the pattern according to which God 
would have him fashion the tabernacle. 

V. 45. “Fathers, that came after” were 
another generation—not those who had the 
tent of witness in the wilderness. “Jesus” is 
Joshua. “Into the possession of the Gen¬ 
tiles” means the act of taking possession of 
the Gentile, or Canaanitish territory, by 
Joshua and his host. “Unto the days of Da¬ 
vid.” “The tabernacle had been brought in 
with Joshua into the country, and had contin¬ 
ued to be the sole sanctuary of Israel from 
that period to the age of David.” 

V. 4G. David greatly- desired to build a 
permanent sanctuary for the God of Jacob. 
It was not permitted. 

V. 47. Solomon did this by God’s appoint¬ 
ment. 

V. 48. Although this was done yet the 
temple cannot be the exclusive dwelling-place 
of God. This is a protest by Stephen against 
Jewish opinion to the contrary. The Most 
High be confined to a hand-built temple! 

Vv. 49, 50. The whole creation is the 
abode of God. He needs not man to prepare 
him a place of rest. Stephen here quotes a 
divine “declaration which sactions any change 
of the temple-worship which may be effected 
through Jesus and the gospel.” But he does 
not disparage either temple or worship.

When a customer desires 
credit he goes to the desk and borrows the 
money, for which he gives his notes, payable 
with interest. He then buys his goods and 
pays for them. 

A Wisconsin editor blows about the La 
Crosse hotels, and the Sun of that city asks 
him what lie could tell about a bill of fare by- 
licking a salt barrel out on the sidewalk.

Notes on the International Sunday School 
Lesson for Oct. 15, 187(5. 

1!V RKV. B. M, FULLERTON. 

Stephen's Martyrdom.;—Acts 7j 51-00. 

V. 51. Stephen now searches his own 
times. Ilis tone changes, lie becomes ag¬ 
gressive. “ Circumcision, viewed as a puri¬ 
ficatory rite, and as a consecration, is figura¬ 
tively ascribed to the heart and ear.” “The 
sense is : Ye are men whose mind and under¬ 
standing are as rude as those of pagans.” 
Stephen charges them with a constant and 
violent resistance to the Holy Spirit. 

V. 52. The fathers had slain the prophets 
who spoke inspired by the spirit, and who 
foretold the coming of the Messiah. Stephen 
declares that this generation has acted in like 
manner toward him whom the prophets pre¬ 
dicted. 

V. 53. The angels served as mediators in 
giving the Jews the law. The law came 
clothed with majesty, consisting of regula¬ 
tions received “at the injunction of angels;” 
or “according to (by) the arrangements of 
angels.” It ought to have been revered and 
obeyed, but it had not been. 

Y. 54. Hearing these reproaches, their 
pride was deeply hurt, and they showed their 
wrath as chained dogs that were enraged 
might show theirs. “Cut to the heart ;” liter¬ 
ally, sawed through. 

V. 55. They were filled with the fires of 
malignity; he with the grace of God, heaven¬ 
ly fire, the Holy Spirit. His upward look 
was an inspiration of confidence. In his spir¬ 
itual ecstasy he sees the splendor in which 
God is wont to appear; sees Jesus, too, for 
whom he had just given testimony, standing 
at God’s right hand. 

V. 56. lie declares his vision. It is a 
sight of the inner sanctuaries of heaven. They 
are opened to his view. The Lord, both by 
himself and Ins apostles, is elsewhere always 
described as sitting. Why “ standing ” here? 
Doubtless, the idea is, that he has arisen, as 
if to aid or to receive his faithful witness. 
Consoling truth— 1 “Christ, even on the right 
hand of God, is still the son of man.” 

V. 57. Ilis hearers were exasperated be¬ 
yond all bounds when Stephen testified to 
Jesus’ exaltation. They indulged in outcries 
lest his testimony concerning Jesus should be 
heard and believed. They stopped their ears 
as if to imply that they must not listen to his 
alleged blasphemies. The council’s session 
ended in a fanatical uproar and an attack upon 
their victim, although he had not been judi¬ 
cially condemned, nor had any sentence re¬ 
ceived the sanction of the Homan magistrate. 
They rushed upon .him in a body. 

V. 58. “ Out of the city.” A blasphemer 

could be legally stonc-d only “without the 
camp.” The witnesses had been suborned. 
They were hired to testify to invented facts. 
Witnesses must cast the first stones; hence 
must lay aside their garments so as not 
to be impeded. Saul, afterwards the great 
apostle, here enters into Christian annals as 
a consenting spectator of the martyrdom of 
Stephen. He guards the garments while peo¬ 
ple and witnesses hurl the stones. God is 
preparing him to take Stephen’s place. 

V. 59. Stephen, while they stone him, 
calls upon and prays to Jesus. The word 
“God” is not in the original. The martyr 
addresses him whom he had seen in the vision. 

• V. 60. “Kneeled down”—attitude of pray¬ 
er. “Fell asleep.” “Asleep in Jesus ! blessed 
sleep.” Augustine says: Had Stephen not 
prayed the church had not Paul. Stephen’s 
falling asleep reminds us that “there remain- 
etli a rest to the people of God.” The first 
apostle who died was a traitor; the first disci¬ 
ples who died were hypocrites and liars; 
Stephen decisively evidenced in his death the 
power and purity of the new religion. His 
blood became the seed of the church. 

Waste of Land. —If a farm of 160 acres 
is divided by fences into fields of ten acres 
each, there are five miles of fences. If each 
fence, now, is one rod wide, no less than ten 
acres of land are occupied by them. This is 
equal to 6.j per cent, of the farm, and the loss 
of the land is exactly equal to a charge of 6i 
per cent, on the whole value of the field. But 
nearly every fence-row in the country is made 
a nursery for weeds, which stock the whole 
farm, and make an immense amount of labor 
necessary to keep them from smothering the 
crops. Much damage always results to the 
crop from these weeds, and if these expenses 
arc added to the first one, the whole will easi¬ 
ly sum up to 20 per cent., or a tax of one-fiftli 
of the value of the farm. To remedy this, 
we would have fewer fences, or we would 
clean and sow down the fence-rows to grass 
or clover, and mow them twice a year. Ten 
acres of clover or timothy would at least sup¬ 
ply a farm with seed and a few tons of hay 
every year. We would, in short, consider 
the fence-rows as a valuable part of the farm, 
and use them as such. 

“ Speaking of bathing,” said Mrs. Parting¬

RULES FOR HOME EDUCATION. 

The following rules are worthy of being 
printed in letters of gold and being placed 
in a conspicuous place in every household :— 

1. From your children’s earliest infancy, 
inculcate the necessity of instant obedience. 

2. Unite firmness with gentleness. Let 
your children always understand you mean 
what you say. 

3. Never promise them unless you are 
quite sure you can give them what you say. 

4. If you tell a little child to do smne- 
thing, show him how to do it, and see that it 
is done. 

5. Always punish your children for will¬ 
fully disobeying you, but never punish them 
in anger. 

G. Never let them perceive that they vex 
you or make you lose your command. 

7. If they give way to petulance or ill 
temper, wait till they are calm, and then gen¬ 
tly reason with them on the impropriety of 
their conduct. 

8. Remember a little present punishment 
when the occasion arises is more effectual 
than the threatening of a greater punishment 
should the fault be renewed. 

9. Never give your children anything be¬ 
cause they cry for it. 

10. On no account allow them to do at any 
one time what you have forbidden, under the 
same circumstances, at another. 

11. Teach them that the only way to ap¬ 
pear good is to be good. 

12. Accustom them to make their little re¬ 
citals with perfect truth. 

13. Never allow of tale bearing. 

14. Teach them self-denial, not self-indul¬ 
gence, of an angry and resentful spirit. 

When to Paint. —The Technologist, a 
good authority, states that paint applied to 
the exterior of buildings in autumn or winter 
will endure twice as long as when applied in 
early summer or hot weather. In the former 
it dries slowly and becomes hard like a glazed 
surface, not easily affected afterward by the 
weatheip, or worn off by the beating of storms. 
But in very hot weather the oil in the paint 
soaks into the wood at once, as in a sponge, 
leaving the lead nearly dry and ready to 
crumble off. This last difficulty, however, 
might in a measure be guarded against, though 
at an increased expense, l>y first going over 
the surface with raw oil. Furthermore, by 
painting in cold weather you escape the an¬ 
noyance of small flies which invariably col¬ 
lect during the warm season on fresh paint.

>'otes on the International Sunday School 
Lesson for Oct. 22, 1S7G. 

BY REV. B. M. FULLERTON. 

Simon, tlie Sorcerer.—Acts 8, 0-25. 

V\. 0-11. “There was" —previously. Si¬ 
mon’s magic arts had produced a great sensa¬ 
tion. They had “bewitched;” rather, aston¬ 
ished the people. Simon was like one of 
those who travel about the country telling for¬ 
tunes and pretending miraculous powers to 
heal. “From the least to the greatest”—all 
classes gave him credence, just as all classes 
will credit such persons now. “The world 
likes to be deceived” is an old proverb. 
“Simon was neither the first nor the last of 
that class of persons who are now called orig¬ 
inal characters, and whom others weakly 
take a pride in imitating.” False teachers 
generally do not seek after the honor of God, 
but seek to fascinate, not to convert men. 

V. 12. Here was a blessed exchange on 
the part of the Samaritans of superstition for 
an obedient faith in Christ. 

V. 13. Simon began to have a belief in 
Christ, but the kind of belief he had was not 
sound and saving. To assent to the truth is 
insufficient without a renewal of the heart. 

V. 14. This was a new order of things. 
Such an unexpected change in Samaria in¬ 
duced the apostles to send two of their num¬ 
ber to the new missionary field. 

Vv. 15-17. The Samaritans had been con¬ 
verted by the influence of the Holy Spirit; 
but the apostles prayed that there might be 
such an increased and signal gift of the Spirit 
as should confirm the faith of those who had 
believed. 

Vv. 18, 19. Simon was a mere spectator of 
the gift of the Holy Spirit. He himself had 
not been endowed with the gift. He cares for 
holy and spiritual things only so far as they 
may help his own personal interests. He is 
one of those who suppose money can buy all 
things. Such m®n can themselves always be 
bought. Simon has always been regarded as 
the type of sectarianism. “The hidden mo¬ 
tive, indeed, of nearly every founder of a 
sect is a thirst for spiritual power combined 
with immeasurable arrogance, which employs 
audacity and a plausible appearance as the 
means for bewitching people who look merely 
at the surface.” The crime, too, of buying 
ecclesiastical preferment is called Simony. 

V. 20. Peter promptly and resolutely 
spurns both the silver and its offerer. God’s 
gifts are by nature unpurchasable and free. 

V. 21. Mere worldliness cannot share in 
spiritual gifts. Money could not purchase 
. the power to confer the Spirit. He who could 
attempt to buy such a power has a heart so 
perverted as to be unable to receive the pow¬ 
er. “Thy heart is not right;” not honest. 

V. 22. ‘Since such is thy state change thy 
mind, and cease from thy wickedness.’ 

V. 23. Simon became a Christian without 
an inward change. That is to say, he is the 
type of all those who have since striven to 
combine Christianity with heathenish ideas— 
to be Christians without entering at the 
strait gate—to get into the kingdom of God 
without being born into it. “In the gall of 
bitterness” means, in a state of malignat de¬ 
pravity; poisoned—the poison of the serpent 
being formerly supposed to be in the gall. 
“In the bond of iniquity” implies that Simon’s 
whole person had become a “bundle of right¬ 
eousness.” 

V. 24. Had Simon been trulyj^contrite he 
would have prayed for himself. He super- 
stitiously expects miraculous results from the 
prayers of others without humbling himsell 
before God. He dreads the evils which men¬ 
ace him, but has no abhorrence of the sins of 
which he is guilty. 

V. 25. The true servants of God do Him 
service wherever they appenr. 

WATERING PLANTS IN SUNSHINE. 

Liebig was the first to discover and prove 
the presence of nitric acid and |ammonia in 
the air and the water. From the fact that the 
ctmtact of atmospheric air, hydrogen, and the 
electric spark produces nitric acid, he infer¬ 
red that the same process repeated on a large 
scale by the effect of lightning upon the- wet 
atmosphere—i. e., by every thunder storm— 
must produce the same result; and the analy¬ 
sis of rain-water showed that it really con¬ 
tained a certain amount of nitric acid. The 
quantity of nitric acid was found to be great¬ 
er when the experiment was made in the day¬ 
time than when made at night; and a partic¬ 
ularly large per centage of the acid was ob¬ 
tained from water which had dripped in full 
sunshine from the green leaves of a tree. As 
we all know, a rainfall happening during 
strong sunshine is considered to be injurious ' 
to vegetation, and especially to the develop¬ 
ment of the green leaves, which often have a 
stained and seemingly burned appearance 
afterward. We also know that experienced 
gardeners, although they can give no theoret¬ 
ical reasons for it, discourage the watering of 
flower-beds during the sunshine. It must be 
inferred from these facts that the falling ruin- r 
drops, when shone upon directly by the rays 
of the sun, exercise a pernicious influence 
upon vegetation; and we may suppose, al¬ 
though there is yet no positive proof of it, 1 
that the cause of this is the formation of nitric 
acid in the water. It would be interesting to [ 
see in this case, as in many others, a mere 
empirical observation confirmed by the devel¬ 
opment of scientific knowledge. *
